Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 17 and 21. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the inmiediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-16 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

None of the references taken individually or collectively teach or anticipate the 
combination of the claim limitation(s) "a rear member and a firont member, . . . [vsdth] one of the 
rear member or the fi-ont member having a lower portion that is bent outward to correspond to 
the outward bend in the legs of the side members" and "opposed elongate rigid first panels 
fastened to the undersides of the horizontal elements of the fi-ont and rear members" found in 
each of the independent claims. The closest prior art is that of: Young et al (U.S. Patent No. 
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3,997,139) which shows a rigid panel (26a) fastened to an angle element (12); Wiygul Jr. (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,974,526) which shows rigid panels (25a) fastened to rectangular tubing (14a) to 
prohibit horizontal movement of a table top (1 1); Adair (U.S. Patent No. 3,599,580) which 
shows the first and second side members (6) recited in the instant application; Gurule et al (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,81 1,163 Bl) which shows rectangular tubing joined at juxtaposed flat faces by 
fasteners via through holes; and Pierrat (U.S. Patent No. 3,189,363) which shows a rigid elongate 
panel (14a) fastened to an angle element (63) suggestive of rectangular tubing. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
